Out ol 667 people In Lidice the 
night of June 0, lOU, only two arc 
known to be nllve. Even the ceme- 
tery was leveled and tomhitones 
hauled away. 

Scnttcred about In wheat stubble 
are Email stones which once were 
part, of Balnt Martina's church nnd 
the elementary ecIiooI next door. 

There, too. Is the stump of a 
pear tree, n foot across, sawed off 
flush with Uic ground.

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UNHAPPY BIRTHDAY 

The war labor disputes {Smltli-Connnlly) 
act, which was supposed to prevent wartime 
strikes, win be two years old on June 25. Prob- 
ably the only celebration of the event is al- 
ready passed— a recent Neiv Vork- Times poil 
of a group or senators and reprcientatlves to 
rind out what they thought ot this particular 
example or their handiwork. 

The results were pretty remarkable. Seven- 
teen lawmakers approved the law as 1.^. Twen- 
ty-two (avored It with reservations (some 
thought 11 siiould be amended, others said It 
hadn't been properly enforced). Six disap- 
proved It or would vote for repeal. Two were 
bravely non-committal. 

Even more remarkable was the fact that, al- 
though a dozen or so would like to see the law 
amended, none could sugBCsl any Improve- 
ment. A typical quotation was this: "It hasn't 
done any good and I'd be for any bill that Is 
better, but I have no Ideas." 

Most remarkable of all was this statement: 
"I voted for It on the representation that It 
was antl-strlkc Jeglslatlon, but I found out by 
reading the law later that It wasn't, so I have 
little regard for It." 

We don't have any specific amendments to 
pass along to the puzzled lawmakers. And 
even If we did, wc aren't sure we'd tell them. 
Alter all, the members get $10,000 a year plus 
a new, tax-free, 52,500 expense account for 
doing that ^ort of work themselves. 

But U seems to us that since the majority of 
congressmen polled felt that the law was 
something less than perfect, some one of 
them might do a little serious pondering on 
the possibility of improvement. The prevcn-- 
tlon of wartime strikes In essential Indu.strles 
would seem to be important enough to merit 
the effort. 

A glance at some of the shortcomings of 
the Smlth-Connally act might Buggcst a solu- 
tion. It should be obvious to all members—, 
oven the one who didn't bother to read the bill 
before voting for It — that this law hasn't 
stopped wartime strikes, and that it has ac- 
tually Invited them by the automatic proce- 
dure of a strike vote In unsettled disputes. 

We wonder If the Smith-Connally act really 
Is beyond improvement, or If It Is that con- I 
gress, having angrily overridden a veto to 
pass It two years ago, is now too proud or stub- 
born to admit that It was a bonehcad mlstaki 
to do so. 



SENSIBLE COMPULSION 
A New York City school teacher has gone 
to court to try to restrain the school board 
and board of health from giving compulsory 
X-ray examinations for active tuberculosis. 
Under present law all school employes who 
como In contact with children must be exam- 
ined every two years and receive a clean bill 
of health before continuing employment. 
Those found to have active tuberculosis re- 
ceive part pay while recuperating. 

The teacher contends that the law should 
apply to all employes who deal with children, 
or else that the examinations be made volun- 
tary. With the first contention wo agree. But 
It seems odd that anyone should object to a 
free examination which protects both him- 
self and his associates. 

Since most people avoid even the thought of 
having tuberculosis. It Is unlikely Jhat volun- 
tary examinations would prove 100 per cent 
effective. Yet the disease Is curable In its early 
stages, and X-ray is the best means of early 
detection. 

Many Industries have compulsory chest 
examinations for workers which are credited 
with helping to prevent a rise In tuberculosis 
during this wartime period of strain and over- 
work. It would be well If such examinations 
were Introduced In all schools throughout 
the country.
